High Court's Civil Rights Ruling 
Says Judge Free From Liability

Washington — The Supreme 


Court Tuesday opened the 
way for a new damage suit 
against three Jackson, Miss., 
policemen by four ministers 
arrested during a civil rights 
demonstration in 1961. 


But the court ruled that a 


judge who convicted the cler- 
gymen on the breach of peace 
charges was immune from 
liability for damages. 


Chief Justice Earl Warren, 


who spoke for the court in 


the 8-1 ruling, laid down prin- 
ciples for bringing s u c h 
damage suits against l o c a l 
police and judges under both 
common law and the 1871 Civ- 
il Rights Act. 


The opinion held: 
—Judge James L. Spencer 


is immune from liability de- 
spite the clergymen's claim 
that he convicted them "for 
the sole purpose of enforcing 
the segregation policies of 
the state of Mississippi." 
"Few doctrines are more 
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solidly established at common 
law than the immunity of 
judges from liability for dam- 
ages for acts committed with- 
in their judicial discretion," 
Warren said. 


The 1871 statute, known as 


the Ku Klux Klan Act, did 
not upset this settled princi- 
ple, the opinion added. 


—Police sued under either 


common law or the 1871 act 
may defend themselves on the 
ground that they acted in good 
faith and had probable cause 
to arrest the individuals in- 
volved. 


The chief justice said that 


"under the prevailing view in 
this country a peace officer 
who arrests someone with 
probable cause is not liable 
for false arrest simply be- 
cause the innocence of the sus- 
pect is later proved."

One plane and pilot were lost—the 503rd 
plane shot down ov er North Vietnam. 
While pilots of the 400 or 
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more planes were raking anti­ 
aircraft and missile sites in 
the North, troops of the U.S. 
9 th infantry div ision fought to 
annihilate a trapped Commu­ 
nist battalion within earshot 
of Saigon. 
Smaller battles flares on all 
sides of the capital.

spokesman 
said 
the 
A m e r i c a n troops which 
trapped the battalion of 400 to 
600 men against the Do Mai 
Riv er had killed 224 guerril­ 
las by body count and esti­ 
mated another 50 dead by air 
strikes. The American losses 
in the lopsided battle were an­ 
nounced as one dead and 25 
wounded and one helicopter 
shot down. 
The number of planes in­ 
v olv ed in Monday ’s massiv e 
airstrike was not announced. 
A mission runs down two to 
fiv e planes and at least 400 
were 
believ ed inv olv ed in 
strikes which touched off the 
orange flash of ex ploding am­ 
munition supplies from one 
end of the country to the oth­ 
er. 
The last heav y raid against 
the North was on April 3 when 
pilots flew 147 missions. The 
plane shot down was an F105 
from Thailand. The pilot was 


listed officially as missing in 
action. 
Especially heav y attacks 
were carried out against anti­ 
aircraft sites 25 miles south­ 
east of Vinh. Lt. (JG) Robert 
Wideman and Lt. 
R o g e r 
Flower, both from Clev eland, 
Ohio, said, “All of our rockets 
walked up to and through the 
target and scared hell out of 
whoev er was in it.”

In China-Watching Game 
Death Goes to the Losers 


Taipei, Formosa (UPI) — Formosa 


is the "peeping Tom" of Asia where 
spies play a deadly game of C h i n a - 
watching. Torture and death go to the 
losers. 


On this Nationalist Chinese island, 


science and human courage have pried 
apart the bamboo curtain 
to reveal 


secrets the Chinese Communists had hid- 
den for years. 


"We know everything that's going on 


in the mainland militarily and econom- 
ically," a Nationalist intelligence source 
said, "and there's not much taking place 
politically that we don't know about." 


The Nationalists are using the latest 


espionage and detection equipment, sup- 
plied by the United States. In addition 
they have agents planted throughout Chi- 
na and swear their intelligence n e t- 
work reaches deep into the inner work- 
ings of the Peking regime. 


U2 Spyplane 


The latest models of the high-flying 


U2 spyplane soar back and forth across 
China using photographic equipment so 
secret that no Chinese are allowed to 
touch it. Central 
Intelligence Agency 


(CIA) 
men install and maintain t h e 


equipment and personally process 
all 


the film 


At least three of the U2s have been 


lost over the mainland, presumably due 
to engine failures which forced the pi- 
lots down to lower altitudes where they 
were destroyed by Communist fighters 
or missiles. 


Planting spies in Red China h a s 


never been much of a problem for the 
Nationalists. They can easily be para- 
chuted 


The Nationalist offshore islands of 


Quemoy and Matsu have also been used 
as dispatch points for agents who were 
put ashore at various coastal rendezvous 
points in speedy "air-sea rescue boats." 


Some sources here insist the boats 


were operated by American crews. 


Communication System 


The Nationalists operate a sophisti- 


cated, high-powered communication sys- 
tem on Taiwan (Formosa). Communist ra- 


dios, teletypes and morse codes are con- 
stantly monitored and the contents an- 
analyzed by intelligence experts. 


The bulk of the intelligence work is 


carried out at a secret Formosa a i r- 
field where the U2s are based. In a 
fenced and guarded remote section of 
the field are the hangars and the living 
quarters of the crews. 


Every pilot has been thoroughly 


screened by Chinese security 
officers 


before joining the squadron. The first of 
these pilots were sent to Okinawa where 
they were trained by the U.S. Air Force. 


Once they join the elite U2 squad- 


ron, 
the pilots stay with it until death 


or retirement. All are officers and most 
of them majors in the Nationalist Air 
Force. 


The flights are long, sometimes as 


much as 12 hours. And the cramped, 
high altitude environment has had the 
unusual effect of causing many of the 
pilots to lose all their hair. In s o m e 
cases the hair has grown back in; oth- 
ers are permanently bald. 


First Tipoff 


"These reconnaissance planes gave 


us the first tipoff when the nuclear test- 
ing ground was being developed in Sin- 
kiang Province," an authoritative source 
explained. 


"And they are the reason that Wash- 


ington has been able to accurately fore- 
cast every (Red Chinese) nuclear blast 
long before the Reds revealed them." 


Other spy planes operating at lower 


altitudes and well outside Red China's 
three-mile limit are e q u i p p e d with 
"cross-eyed" cameras which photograph 
hundreds of square miles of coastline 
and interior areas for intelligence use. 


"The Reds would never be able to 


mount a surprise, mass attack on the 
Nationalist p o s i t i o n s," an American 
source at Pearl Harbor said. 


"For we get practically daily photo- 


graphs of every harbor area from which 
such an attack could come. We k n o w 
the size, nationality and deck cargoes— 
if any—of every ship porting on the Chi- 
na coast."

Under LB305, Sen. T e r r y 


Carpenter proposed to h i k e 
the gas tax another half-cent 
and divide the estimated $3- 
plus million yearly between 
cities and counties on an 80- 
20 formula. 


Under LB331, Sen. Arnold 


Ruhnke's bill, the additional 
half-penny of gas tax would 
go entirely to the State Roads 
Dept. 


Backing both bills w e r e 


governmental u n i t spokes- 
men, plus R o b e r t Crosby, 
spokesman for the Better Ne- 
braska Assn. 


Crosby recommended the 


tax be hiked a full penny, to 
8%c. He said 47 states spend 
more money per mile on state 
highways than floes Nebras- 
ka. Moreover, all of Nebras- 
ka's neighbors are making 
larger efforts, moneywise, to 
improve their state's primary 
road system. 


State Engineer John Hos-

road needs are "far greater 
than funds available." Even 
the annual increases in high- 
way u s e r revenue of about 
2%% have been "outstripped 
by cost rises," Hossack point- 
ed out. 


Appearing for the bills, too,

On this Nationalist Chinese island, 
science and human courage hav e pried 
apart the bamboo 
curtain 
to 
rev eal 
secrets the Chinese Communists had hid­ 
den for y ears. 
‘‘We know ev ery thing that’s going on 
in the mainland militarily and econom­ 
ically ,” a Nationalist intelligence source 
said, “ and there’s not much taking place 
politically that we don’t know about.” 
The Nationalists are using the latest 
espionage and detection equipment, sup­ 
plied by the United States. In addition 
they hav e agents planted throughout Chi­ 
na and swear their intelligence n e t- 
work reaches deep into the inner work­ 
ings of the Peking regime. 
U2 Spy plane 
The latest models of the high-fly ing 
U2 spy plane soar back and forth across 
China using photographic equipment so 
secret that no Chinese are allowed to 
touch it. Central 
Intelligence 
Agency 
(CIA) men install and 
maintain 
t h e 
equipment and 
personally 
process 
all 
the film. 
At least three of the U2s hav e been 
lost ov er the mainland, presumably due 
to engine failures which forced the pi­ 
lots down to lower altitudes where they 
were destroy ed by Communist fighters 
or missiles. 
Planting spies in Red China h a s 
nev er been much of a problem for the 
Nationalists. They can easily be para­ 
chuted. 
The Nationalist offshore islands of 
Quemoy and Matsu hav e also been used 
as dispatch points for agents who were 
put ashore at v arious coastal rendezv ous 
points in speedy ‘‘air-sea rescue boats.” 
Some sources here insist the boats 
were operated by American crews. 
Communication Sy stem 
The Nationalists operate a sophisti­ 
cated, high-powered communication sy s­ 
tem on Taiwan (Formosa). Communist ra­ 


dios. telety pes and morse codes are con­ 
stantly monitored and the contents an» 
analy zed by intelligence ex perts. 
The bulk of the intelligence work is 
carried out at a secret Formosa a i r- 
field where the U2s are based. In a 
fenced and guarded remote section of 
the field are the hangars and the liv ing 
quarters of the crews. 
Ev ery pilot 
has 
been 
thoroughly 
screened by Chinese 
security 
officers 
before joining the squadron. The first of 
these pilots were sent to Okinawa where 
they were trained by the U.S. Air Force. 
Once they join the elite U2 squad­ 
ron, the pilots stay with it until death 
or retirement. All are officers and most 
of them majors in the Nationalist Air 
Force. 
The flights are long, sometimes as 
much as 12 hours. And the cramped, 
high altitude env ironment has had the 
unusual effect of causing many of the 
pilots to lose all their hair. In s o m e 
cases the hair has grown back in; oth­ 
ers are permanently bald. 
First Tipof f 
“ These reconnaissance planes gav e 
us the first tipoff when the nuclear test­ 
ing ground was being dev eloped in Sin- 
kiang Prov ince,” an authoritativ e source 
ex plained. 
“ And they are the reason that Wash­ 
ington has been able to accurately fore­ 
cast ev ery (Red Chinese) nuclear blast 
long before the Reds rev ealed them.” 
Other spy planes operating at lower 
altitudes and well outside Red China’s 
three-mile limit are e q u i p p e d with 
“ cross-ey ed” cameras which photograph 
hundreds of square miles of coastline 
and interior areas for intelligence use. 
“ The Reds would nev er be able to 
mount a surprise, mass attack on the 
Nationalist p o s i t i o n s , ” an American 
source at Pearl Harbor said. 
“ For we get practically daily photo­ 
graphs of ev ery harbor area from which 
such an attack could come. We k n o w 
the size, nationality and deck cargoes— 
if any —of ev ery ship porting on the Chi­ 
na coast.”

Postal Service Shakeup 


It's still a long way from efficient mail 


delivery, but President Johnson's appointment 
of a commission to study the postal service 
is a big step in the right direction.

The public might even dare to hope 


that Postmaster General O'Brien's idea 
of turning the mail over to a non-profit 
government corporation is more than 
mere window-dressing. 
* 
* 
* 


' The President called for the "most search- 


ing and exhausting review ever undertaken 
of the structure and the organization of the 
Post 
Office Department." 
He 
specifically 


asked the commission to determine whether 
'•the high quality postal service which Ameri- 
cans have come to expect can better be-per- 
tormed by a cabinet department, a govern- 
ment corporation or some other form of or- 
ganization " 


It would seem that the federal govern- 


ment, through the Post Office Department, 
has had its chance and muffed it. For all 
its talk of improvement and of automation, 
the department is falling farther behind the 
nation's torrent of mail. 


This is no indictment of the men who 


carry the mail or of their supervisors. 


It is recognition of the staggering task 


that mail delivery has become. The U.S. post- 
al service, the President noted, handles more 
mail than the rest of the world's postal sys- 
tems combined.

And it is apprehension of whether a 


government agency — with its built-in 
inefficiencies, its political preoccupation, 
its legislative shackles and its civil ser- 
vice restrictions can ever cope success- 
fully with the immense physical problems 
presented by mail demands.

Po sta l Pla n A Dea d Letter? 


Postmaster General Lawrence O’Brien 
lofted a splendid trial balloon last week 
in his proposal for postal reforms, but such 
are the prev ailing political winds in these 
parts that his idea soared swiftly ov er th§ 
ilill and soon v anished from 
sight. 
O’Brien would abolish the 
Post Office Dept, as a part 
of the cabinet, and turn it 
into a non-prv ofit corporation 
operated by a board of direc 
tors and managed by a pio 
fessional executiv e appointed 
by the board. The proposal 
makes so much sense that it 
Kilpatrick 
has no present prospect of ev er being adopted. 
Ce r t a i n l y there is no hope for the 
O’Brien plan unless a fed-up public, weary 
of the poor mail serv ice that now is pro­ 
v ided, gets behind the idea with some solid 
pressure on Congress. Otherwise, the postal 
lobby, which looks upon any innov ation with 
profound distrust, will see to it that the 
O’Brien message winds up in the dead letter 
office. 
But what is to be dc ie? Ov er the past 
ten years, with rising literary and increasing 
affluence, the annual mail v olume has grown 
from 59 billion to 80 billion pieces. The postal 
work force has increased from 521,(M)0 to 
700,000. Annual expenditures hav e more than 
doubled, from $3 billion to $6.3 billion, and 
despite recurring rate increases, the deficit 
{lersists.

As Congressman Gerald Ford wryly ob- 
•erv ed, the Post Office already is a non- 


profit institution. Now the President has asked 
for further rate increases, accompanied by 
further wage increases, and a sulky House, 
not impressed by all the 
e v i d e n c e , has 
whacked $74 miliion from the postal appro­ 
priation asked for fiscal ’68.

Something has to giv e. By ev ery ob­ 
jectiv e appraisal ev er made, the U.S. postal 
system simply is not doing the job that 
ought to be done. 
The technological problems, desperate as 
they are, rank behind the administrativ e prob­ 
lems. Oklahoma’s Congressman Tom Steed 
summed 
up the 
situation recently when 
O’Brien was testifying before a House com­ 
mittee. 
“ As manager of the Post Office Dept.,” he 
remarked to the Postmaster General, “ you 
hav e no control ov er your work load, no con­ 
trol ov er the rates of rev enue, no control ov er 
the pay rales of employes, v ery little control 
ov er the serv ices of these employes, v irtual­ 
ly no control of the physical facilities you 
are forced to use, and only limited control 
at best ov er your transportation facilities.”

O’Brien accepted this summation. Mak­ 
ing headway in postal improv ement, he said, 
is like lighting trench warfare: “ Victories are 
measured In inches.”

But once 
freed of the stifling political inhibitions that 
now obtain, a reorganized postal serv ice might 
be able to cut through the administrativ e jun­ 
gle. It might hav e a little more freedom to 
hire and fire, to fix rates, to consolidate rural 
offices, and to prov ide incentiv es for the busi­ 
ness houses and institutions that originate 
80% of all mail. 
But not much more freedom. Among the 
specifically enumerated powers of the Con­ 
gress is the power “ to establish post offices 
and post roads.” Once a legislativ e body ac­ 
quires power, it is against nature for the body 
ev er to giv e it up. The 700,000 postal work­ 
ers are forev er making poor mouth, but they 
hav en’t done badly in the protected cloisters 
of the federal serv ice.

George Guy, now presides! of the Wyom­ 
ing State Bar, was one of six American of­ 
ficers who defended Gen. 
Tomoyuki Yamashita be­ 
fore an American mili­ 
tary court. The trial end­ 
ed Dec. 5, 19 45, and the 
sentence of death was announced Dec. 7, 1945 
—four years to the day after the Japane.se 
attack on Pearl Harbor. He was hanged Feb. 
24,19 46, after the U.S. and Philippine Supreme 
Courts had rejected appeals. 
Guy says, “ 1 think we made a hell of a 
mistake in the way (the U.S.) handled the 
case.” He said a U.S. Supreme Court justice 
at the time referred to the execution as “ a 
judicial lynching which will come back to 
haunt us.” 


The WyomlDf lawyer commented 
t h a t 
Yamashita was not accused of ordering the 
Bataan march, and, in fact, could not hav e 
ordered It. “ He was 1,000 miles away at the 
time, capturing Singapore, and didn't take 
command in the Philippines nntU October, 
19 44.” 


Guy was conv inced that Yamashita did 
not order any of the atrocities and said. 
“ There is absolutely no proof in the entire 
record that Yamashita 
ev en 
knew 
about 
them.” 
The Japanese general, as the Wyoming 
attorney remembers, was appreciativ e of flow­ 
ers, quite artistic and had a wonderful sense 
of humor. The general did not come from 
the military caste but from a family of doc- 
tors. 
It is well that a young captain who took 
on what might hav e been an unpleasant job, 
reminds the world that the passions of war 
may make a people forget the precepts for 
which they were fighting. Guy called it “ the 
fastest capital case you hav e ev er heard of.” 


War is brutal, but one has to doubt that 
it brutalizes men when more than two decades 
later a man can look back at the horrors and 
still find compassion for an enemy which he 
feels did not hav e the same due process of 
law giv en in peace time.

An ev en stranger look at history is the 
speculation that Pharaoh Rameses II might 
hav e been suffering from toothache when he 
ordered the massacre of the newborn males 
of the Jews. 
This has been rev ealed by X-ray studies 
of the teeth and facial structures of the royal 
mummies in Cairo. The research was carried 
out by Dr. Samur Loutfy, professor of ortho­ 
dontics at the Univ ersity of Alexandria in 
Egypt, and Dr. James E. Harris, professor 
of dentistry at the Univ ersity of Michigan.

To i l l u s t r a t e what this 


means, say you get a three- 
year $3,000 laon through your 
automobile dealer at the max- 
imum $5 per $100 rate.

City Finance D i r e c t o r 
James Mallon has been asked 
by City Councilwoman Mrs. 
Helen Boosalis for a com- 
plete report next Monday on 
the present urgency or ne- 
cessity of the city's tax ceil- 
ing formula amendment on 
the May 2 general election 
ballot. 


Mrs. Boosalis brought up 


the matter after questioning 
if the amendment still should 
go on the ballot. 


Mallon told the C o u n c i l 


that he felt some of the ur- 
gency of the 
amendment 


might now be gone since the 
Legislature bill to repeal in- 
tangibles now doesn't contain 
the emergency clause and 
would be effective in 1968. 


"Once we know what the 


Legislature is going to do, it 
is possible to come up with 
something more reasonable," 
said Mallon. "Even if t h i s 
amendment is passed, there 
will have to be another elec- 
tion in the near future." 


Mallon said if the intangi- 


bles aren't repealed u n t i l 
1968 the city's next fiscal 
year budget would be in no 
trouble and another amend- 
ment still could be submitted 
to the voters in the spring 
election of 1968. 


However, Council members 
John Comstock and J o h n 
Mason spoke against any ac- 
tion to take the amendment 
off the ballot. 


"We should not take t h i s 


amendment off the ballot no 
matter what the Legislature 
does," said Mason. "This 
amendment is our best deal." 


Mason said that he favored 


the present amendment that 
freezes the intangible valua- 
tions as of Jan. 1, 1966. 


Comstock added, "We ought 


to be awful careful about 
withdrawing it as long as the 
Legislature is in session." 


"We shouldn't take it off 


the ballot until the Legisla- 
ture has adjourned," s a i d 
Comstock. "You can't tell 
when the emergency 
might 


occur as long as the Legis- 
lature is in session." 


Comstock and Mason indi- 


cated that taking the amend- 
ment off the ballot could get 
the city caught in an emer- 
gency even though the intan- 
gible repeal bill wouldn't be 
effective until 1968. 


However, Mrs. 
Boosalis 


said that if no emergency ex- 
ists she would like to give 
the matter back to the city 
charter revision committee 
for consideration of another 
amendment on the 1968 elec- 
tion. 


Mallon told the Council that 


they had until April 22 to de 
cide whether or not t h e 
amendment should be re 
moved from the ballot. 


"This amendment is only 


temporary," said M a l l o n . 
"But there has been lots of 
'iis' in connection with this 
and the emergency clause 
has been removed from the 
intangible repealing bill."

velopment corporation in Ne- 
braska. 


Robert Barnett, counsel of 


the governor, told the Judici- 
ary Committee LB853 is need- 
ed to establish "a credit pool 
to fill the void" for business- 
men who want to expand 
their operations. 


The committee agreed 7-0 


and sent the bill to the floor 
of the Unicameral. 


3% Of Surplus 


The proposal permits banks 


and savings and loan associ- 
ations to turn over 3% of their 
surplus capital to the corpor- 
ation for lending to s m a l l 
businesses at prime interest 
rates. 


Sen. 
Dale L. Payne of Pa- 


pillion, whose banking com- 
mittee introduced the bill, 
said the corporation w o u l d 
then have a source of long- 
term capital. 


He added: "We will be able 


to get matching funds from 
the (federal) Small Business 
Administration to provide 
this financing." 


Control Loans 


Members 
of the corpora- 


tions would come from the 
lending institutions as well as 
from existing industries. They 
would have control over the 
loans. 


William H. Osterberg of 


Omaha, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the Nebraska Bank- 
ers Association, supported the 
plan. He said the loans would 
not be competitive w i t h 
commercial lending institu- 
tions. 


According to Osterberg, in- 


terested industries would have 
to "exhaust other means" be- 
fore applying to the corpora- 
tion for money. 


There was no outspoken op- 


position to the bill. 


Public Defenders 


T h e committee a l s o ad- 


vanced on a 7-0 vote a bill 
authorizing county boards to 
appoint public defenders, who 
would be elected at the next 
general election. 


Edward Carter Jr. of Lin- 


coln, representing the Nebras- 
ka Judicial Council, said 
LB852 would permit m o r e 
counties to hire public de- 
fenders. 


Also sent to the floor 7-0 


was a proposal (LB851) that 
would 
authorize district 


judges to hire medical au- 
thorities to determine if a 
person is mentally competent 
to stand trial. 


There was no objection to 


either LB852 or LB851.
